DOUBLE THE STREET 
RAILWAY EQUIPMENT 


Council Authorizes Purchase of Three 
New Cars—Double Service and 
Revenue Will be More Than 
Doubled Says Mayor—Two Aider- 
manic Candidates May Not be 
Qualified—Building Bylaw Discus. 
sed at Last Night’s Meeting. 


Three new street cars will be pur- 
chased by the city, two of which will 
be placed in Edmonton during the 
tush hours and one on the Edmonton- 
Strathcona service. This décision 
was fteached at the regular meeting 
of the city council, Tuesday evening, 
the mayor presiding, and all the’ ald- 
ermén being present except Ald. Bel- 
lamp. 

“It ig necessary in order to make Uh 
systeni pay to increase the service,” 
said Mayor McDougall. ‘If we double 
the service the revenue will more than 
double. A quick service is essential 
People will not wait 15 minutes ior 
a ear,” 

Street Railway Superintendent Tay- 
lor presented the following recommen- 
dations, and the question of the pur- 
chase of additional cars was left in his 
hands, with the comment from the 
magor, . that Superintendent Taylor 
will not purchase cars unless he con- 
siders them necessary ;— 

(1)--That two new cars be purchased 
for the re avenue route to be used 
during rush hours. 

(2)—That if it is desired to bring 
the Strathcona cars down Jasper ave- 
nue as far as First street or Namayo. 
the third car can be purchased ‘o: 
this route, 

(3—That if No, 2 sugurestion is fol- 
lowéd, arrangements be made wit! 
Strathcona to remove their car, and 
use it.in Edmonton as a spare one. 

(4)—That if No. 3 suggestion ia no! 
followed, you authorize the purchas: 
o€ a spare care for use on the Jasper 
avenue or Strathcona route, 

This brings the question to a choie 
of either three or four cars. — Person- 
wily the writer advises the purchase 
of three, ii we can keep No. 7 car for 
use in Edmonton. 

The total cost of these cars, made 
stightly larger than those we now 
heve would be $6,400, each, realy 10 
operate in Edmonton. 

Air brakes, can be installed on these 
cars at an extra cost of $500 per car. 

The writer is very desirous thai 
these equipments» be installed, but 
does not advise the commissioners to 
dg 60, till such times as our power 
plant is in shape that we ewn bring 
our present cars to-speed. This, a 
you. know, might be in January, or, 
ou fhe other hand, not till the future 
extension is made to the plant.
